The new total assessed valua- 


tion for Covina for 1935-36 is 
$1,503,745, it was announced 
this week by the county asses- 
sor, Ed Hopkins. This is an in- 
crease of $7900 from the 1934- 
35 total assessed valuation of 
$1,495,845. 


These valuations are non-opera- 


tive values only, that is, the valua- 
tions that are to be used by the 
county's board of supervisors, the 
various school boards and others as 
a basis for levying taxes. 


Assessed valuation of West Covina 


for 1935-36 is shown,to be $1,889,180. 
This is a reduction from the 1934-35 
valuation of $1,905,440. 


The figures for Covina were an- 


alyzed as follows: 


Real estate for 1934-35, $483,015; 


for 1935-36, $490,115; up $7100. 


Improvements, $36,930 last year as 


against $735,620 this, down $1310. 


Personal property, $275,900 last 


year as against $1,503,745 this, up 
$7900. 


These figures do not include pub- 


lic utilities in this community, placec 
on the county's tax roll this year for 
the first time, since 1910. 


INCREASE FOR COUNTY 


Los Angeles county will have ap 


proximately $230,000,000 of addition- 
al taxable property upon which to 
levy this year, it was revealed this 


-assessor's -estimate 
public utilities, which 


are to be included in the county's 
tax roll this year for the first time 
since 1910. 
The total assessed valuation upon 


which the county's general and 
school taxes are levied was fixed by 
the assessor at some $2,312,000. 


Real estate values showed a de- 


crease of more than $1,000,000, while 
improvements showed a gain of $21,- 
142,700 for the county as a whole. 
Personal property also showed a 
gam of $8,486,500. 


Real estate in the city of Los An- 


geles decreased $11,735,325 in value 
for taxation purposes, while stocks 
and bonds in the city were valued at 
$11,923,865 less. In the county as a 
whole, stocks and bonds increased 
$515,490 in value, the report shows. 


Total real estate value in the 


county 'is $1,078,828,245 this year as 
against $1,079,917,065 last year. Both 
these figures are minus exemptions, 
but while the figure for last year is 
after equalization, that for this year 
is before equalization. 


Improvements, where the largest 


ffain is recorded, totaled $744,882,595 
this year against $725,739,895 for 
19934 Personal property this year 
is valued at $288,403,260, as against 
$279,916,760 last year, a gain of 
486,500. 


Solvent credits, or accounts owed 


to persons residing in this county, 
are valued at $285,989,945, or $16,- 
377,115 more than last year. 


Stocks and bonds and solvent 


credits are listed as "intangibles,' 
and are not included in the amount 
against which general county taxes 
are levied.

Citrus Marketing 
Agreement Holds, 
Says Armstrong 


The situation with regard to the 


amendments to federal AAA as they 
effect marketing agreements such as 
the California-Arizona citrus mar- 
keting agreement, was reported in 
good shape at the California Fruit 
Growers 
Exchange meeting last 


week by Paul S. Armstrong, general 
| manager. Mr. Armstrong had just 
returned from a trip to Washington, 
made at the request of AAA offi- 
cials. 


"Marketing agreements such as 


ours have not been under such seri- 
ous attack and are not so susceptible 
of attack as the processing tax in 
effect on basic commodities," said 
Armstrong. "I was surprised to find 
that California congressmen had re- 
ceived wires opposing the amend- 
ments, and in some cases asking that 
citrus be excluded from the act 
which, if done, would mean no more 
federal marketing agreement Doubt- 
less tliis opposition in many cases 
aeffct marketing agreements such as 


"The Exchange had nothing to do 


with the amendments concerning 
prorates to markets, or by size and 
grade," he said, "These were in- 
cluded by the administration in the 
interests of other crops or of citrus 
from other states, and in any event 
can be used only when commodity 
groups want to use them. 


"Our present agreement has none 


of these provisions and we need none 
of them," Armstrong said. "We ex- 
pressed to the administration that 
the California citrus industry desir- 
ed to continue the present agree- 
ment without change, and the fed- 
eral AAA will back up and enforce 
our present agreement until the act 
as amended becomes law. We be- 
lieve that we need this control mea- 
sure this summer as never before, 
and we think and hope that the other 
shippers also want to see it contin- 
ued," he stated.

Sales of Walnuts 
Ahead of Those of 
Past Few Years 


Stimulated by sales greater than 


any time since 1930 and 1931, pros- 
perity has returned to southland nut 
growers, according to a report issued 
Tuesday by the California Walnut 
Growers' association. 


The third largest crop in history 


drew $5,928,434 for walnut growers 
since January 1, or $347,000 more in 
cash than during the first six months 
of 1934. 


The 7600 members of the associa- 


tion who produced 85 per cent of the 
California tonnage during the last 
season, according to General Man- 
ager Carlyle Thorpe, have received 
9 per cent more for their crop than 
they did last year. 


"Sales of shelled walnuts," he de- 


clared, "have shattered all records 
with a total value of $2,600,000 re- 
sulting from disposal of 7,500,000 
pounds of kernels."

The national emergency is over— 
Bcially! 
Strange though it may seem, this 
atement has been issued as an offi- 
al proclamation of the state of Cal- 
ornia, it was learned this week by 
le county counsel's office, in pre- 
aring an opinion for the county 
ood control district. 
The "proclamation," forgotten by 
.torneys and perhaps by Governor 
[erriam, was "re-discovered" in 
rawing contracts for work about to 
e awarded by the flood control dis- 
rict. It was explained that in 1933 
hen the legislature adopted the 
0-hour week for laborers, working 
ien and mechanics, a clause was 
iserted in the bill by which the 
overnor was to issue an official 
reclamation on July 1, 1935, unless 
ic 30-hour week was extended by 
le legislature. 
Text of the legislative bill was, in 
art: "The aforesaid national emer- 
ency shall be deemed to exist until 
le governor, at any time prior to 
uly 1, 1935, and after a proper in- 
estigation, determines that the na- 
onal economic situation of the state 
such that the economic emergency 
o longer exists. 
"Thereupon he shall by proclama- 
on state that in his opinion, the 
aid emergency no longer exists, 
"hereafter, beginning on the first 
ay of next month, no limitation 
lall be placed on the services of 
ny laborer, working man or me- 
lanic. 
"In case such proclamation does 
ot issue prior to July 1, 1935, on 
nd after that date it shall be deem- 
d that the economic emergency no 
onger exists, and thereafter such 
me of such service shall be given 
s though such proclamation had is- 
ued." 
Although Governor Merriam did 
ot issue such a proclamation, coun- 
y attorneys this week determined 
lat the "national emergency had 
eased to exist" automatically, and 
ccordingly, the 30-hour week clause 
vill be omitted from flood control 
ontracts.
